Marin today thawed itself out of 
the season'« first heavy frost, as* 
temperatures dropped to near freez­ 
ing last night in all parts of the 
county. 
But the rain and the cold brought 
one heartwarming announcement 
from County Fire Chief Charles 
Rtoley — fire season is ro w over. At 
the »m e time Chief Reilley warned 
of plugged up chimneys and defec­ 
tive heaters. 
The coldest thermometer reading 
In the county was turned In from 
Woodacre, which saw the mercury 
hover Just above freezing at 34 de­ 
grees early this morning. County 
fire officials there reported “a very 
heavy frost” that blanketed car and 
roof tops with a sheeting of white. 
(Round-up of Northern Cali­ 
fornia storm news appears «n 
Fage 14 ef today's paper.) 
Corte Madera with a low of 38 
degrees and San Anselmo with 40 
degrees reported frost this morning 
as did most other areas in the 
county, except Ml Tamalpais.

Tamalpais. reported a relatively 
comfortable night with no frost and 
a low of 41 degrees 
Meanwhile, rain-soaked Marin got 
happy news today from County Fire 
Chief Reilley.

Within the month of November 
residents of North Marin wiB start 
receiving water from the new $235,- 
000 filter plant which is being con­ 
structed near the Novato Creek dam, 
according to Paul Grimes, manager 
of the North Marin Water District. 
Up to 900,000 gallons of water a 
day will flow into the new sedimen­ 
tation tank where an air injection 
process combined with agitators will 
sift out course sediment. As the 
water enters the sedimentation tank 
it will be treated with alum and de­ 
hydrated lime which will coagulate 
course particles, activated carbon 
which, by removing algae, kills taste 
and odor, and chlorine for further 
purification. The impure residue will 
p r e c i p i t a t e 
out into 
bottom 
troughs. 
Thence the water will flow over 
four filter beds consisting of layers 
of sand and gravel through which 
the fluid will seep leaving floe and 
sediment in the beds. The filter beds 
are then “back flushed” with wash 
water to float the sediment off into 
troughs to clarify the beds for 
further teaming consumer water. 


As the water leaves the four filter 
beds it is again mildly chlorinated 
before it enters the mains. 
The treated water will be warmly 
welcomed by north Marin consumers 
who have complained loudly and fre­ 
quently through the past few months 
of the odor and color of the water 
supply. Tests of the water have uni­ 
formly revealed that it ha« been 
thoroughly chlorinated and safe for 
drinking purposes in spite of its un- 
pleasont aroma and appeal ana. 
The new plant will be able to 
handle up to 4,000,000 gallons per 
day, as consumer need increases. 
Grimes says that the plant is the 
best and most modern available and 
expressed great approval of the con­ 
struction work of the C. Norman 
Peterson firm which is building the 
filter. Not all the beds wiB be in 
operation this month but completion 
of the entire project is running way 
ahead of schedule. 
Work on the 15-foot spillway addi­ 
tion will commence during the sum­ 
mer, probably in July, Grim» said. 
When finished the dam will be able 
to supply a population of 20,000 
persons.

Murroy Asked 
End To Wage, 
Price Controls 


WASHINGTON fU.R) — Philip 
Murray in his last official act as 
CIO president, made the surprise 
recommendation that active wage 
and price controls be dropped. 
The recommendation, a reversal 
of previous CIO policy, was contain­ 
ed in Murray’s annual report, which 
was to have been presented to the 
CIO convention today. Murray’s sud­ 
den death last Sunday caused a 
postponement of the convention un­ 
til Dec. 1, at which time the report 
will be submitted to the delegates 
for approval. 
In calling for an end to anti­ 
inflation controls, Murray noted that 
“widespread inflationary pressures 
have subsided” and that there is now 
“the danger of a deflationary^ten­ 
dency." 
But his principal argument was 
that wage controls must be lifted 
because “there no longer is a com­ 
prehensive price control program.” 
“When organized labor decided 
. . . to accept wage stabilization, it 
was specifically and emphatically 
stated that wage stabilization can be 
viewed favorably only as part of an 
overall economic stabilization pro­ 
gram,” he said. “The CIO stated 
time and time again that the effec­ 
tive control of living costs is a pre­ 
requisite for acceptance of wage 
stabilization.” 
But now, Murray sadi, “the price 
control program is being abandoned 
—as a result of congressional action 
amending the economic controls law 
and soft markets.”

WASHINGTON CU.R —»Servicemen 
who wrote letter* home describing 
the recent H-bomb test« in the Pa- 
cifie may face criminal prosecution 
for violating atomic security.

He said no attempt was made to 
censor the mail of the thousands of 
members of Task Force 132 who par­ 
ticipated in the tests.

An Overdose Of Iron Tablets 
Can Be Dangerous To A Child 


By HERMAN N. BT7NDES1N, M.D 
When a person with anemia needs 
extra iron is hto diet, the mineral 
to frequently supplied in tablets. 
These must be used with care, as all 
fetedldnes should, as there is some 
danger of poisoning from an over­ 
dose. 
1 Of course, 
iron to not the same 
form as we find in a nail, but in 
the form of sulfate of iron, known as 
ferrous sulfatp. The tablets are 
chocolate coated, or candy coated, 
and children like them. This is the 
danger. 
NEEDLESS DEATHS 
in many homes where parents do 
not realize the possible danger, these 
tablets are often kept out where 
In preventing this type of poison­ 
ing. This can be done by keeping 


ferrous sulfate pills away from small 
children, ami plainly marking the 
bottle “dangerous” if used by older 
children or adults. 
Iron to a great benefit if taken 
according to the doctor's orders In 
kiddies’ hands, it can prove danger­ 
ous—even a killer.

Chinese infantry drives in the 
Sniper ridge sector had dwindled to 
almost nothing in the 12 hours be­ 
fore the big guns took over. 
CHINESE DRIVES 
In the fighting there yesterday, 
the Chinese launched three drives 
against Allied positions at Pinpoint 
hill, the key terrain of Sniper ridge. 
None of the assault* was greater 
than two platoons 80 men hi 
strength. All were beaten back by 
South Korean defenders. 
Also on the central front, Eighth 
Army troops assaulted Chinese-held 
Jackson heights east of the Chorwon 
valley yesterday but the drive fail* 
ed. The UN, soldiers were forced to 
withdraw after one hour and 40 
minutes of fighting. 


TOKYO </P) — An Allied intelli­ 
gence survey say a civilian morale in 
North Korea has dropped to “ca­ 
tastrophic depths" and "the majority 
of the population . . . would welcome 
a U.N. offensive to terminate the 
war * 
The survey, compiled by Gen. 
Mark Clark’s Far East command, 
says an all-out Red offensive is ex­ 
tremely remote,#and nearly impos­ 
sible from a supply standpoint. 
The report makes these main 
points: 
North Korea probably would col­ 
lapse immediately without Russian 
and Chinese Communist backing. 
TROOP MORALE 
Troop morale at the Red front is 
good. But the soldiers are being fed 
at the cost of near-starvation among 
civilians. 
Near-famine conditions exist in 
many areas. Much of the civilian 
population is migratory, looking for 
: ood. 
About 75 per cent of North Korea 
food prductlon is confiscated for the 
Red 
armies. 
Communist 
leaders 
maintain control only through iron- 
fisted police siate methods. 
Civilians have all but abandoned 
the cities. The Red capital, Pyong­ 
yang, has only l/10th its pre-war 
population of 500,000. 
North Korean workers receive the 
equivalent of 50 cents a day. An or 
dinary aspirin tablet costs a day’s 
wages. 


NON-EXISTANT ECONOMY 
The North Korean economy is 
virtually non-existent. Rear area in 
dustry is on a shoe-string basis. 
The report was compiled to deter­ 
mine some of "the broad effects of 
air power as employed in Korea." It 
was distributed by the Far East Air 
Forces. 
It emphasized that the "statis 


situation in the .forward areas" has 
prevented Allied war planes from 
stopping "the enemy’s capability to 
Sogiatically s u p p o r t his combat 
units.”

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Subdividers Shouldn't Eie 
Compelled To Give Property, 


D, D, Watson, the California tute commis­ 
sioner of real estate, sounded a little-noted 
warning in a talk * A t month before the Cali­ 
fornia Real Estate association s convention. 


As reported bv the Association Press, Watson 
told the sute s realtors 'that builders and sub­ 
dividers will have to go into more remote areas 
and prepare marginal lands at higher cost to 
make them suitable for building/* 


He explained that much favorable subdivi­ 
sion land surrounding cities has been used up. 


And he added that in his opinion commu­ 
nities are now rely mg too much on land devel­ 
opers to delrav cost of improvements which 
directly benefit the communities and not the 
land tracts themselves. 


He warned: 


* Unless this costly burden is at least 
partially taken up by the communities, 


new hom e costs w ilt increase greatly/*

Last week, the Marin School Trustees asso­ 
ciation met and decided to sit in with the 
county planning commissioners. The trustees* 
aim, it was announced, is to try and work out 
a method whereby school districts may obtain 
land before it is subdivided. 


They hope to arrive at an agreement whereby 
subdividers will make financial or land contri­ 
butions to meet the school housing problems, 
it was said. 


At the meeting, Trustee Edwin Dreschel of 
the Reed district cited San Mateo county where, 
he said, subdividers have given land to school 
districts “at cost/*

In other words, the Marin school trustees 
are proposing that the evil warned against by 
Commissioner Watson be extended to this 
county. 
Frankly, we can’t blame individual school 
boards for casting about to find new wavs to 
provide needed school housing. But we believe 
this move should be stopped and an attack 
made upon the basic problem. 
One reason school boards generally can’t pro- 


vijfe enough school rooms is simply because low 
assessments don't provide an adequate founda­ 
tion for sizeable local bond issues. Consequently 
they must turn to the state with claims of “dis­ 
tress’* and ask Sacramento to provide money for 
land and buildings. 


That “distress“ would be drastically reduced 
if each of California’s 38 counties were to bring 
their land and improvement assessments to a 
reasonable level. And an inter-county equaliza­ 
tion, the enforcement of identical standards of 
assessment among the counties, would put an 
end to these shenanigans whereby many areas 
can draw large sums of state money at the ex­ 
pense of others equally needy simply because 
their self-imposed assessments are maintained 
at a low level. 


S© our suggestion would be that Marin,school 
trustees, through the California School Trustees 
association, initiate a statewide program of 
property reassessment. 


Regardless ol Commissioner Watson’s stated 
views, it still might be asked why the cities and 
school districts shouldn’t ‘soak the subdividers” 
to provide needed schools. 


The answer is elementary. It isn’t the sub­ 
divider who would get “soaked.” It’s the indi­ 
vidual home buver. Few real estate developers 
are able, even if willing, to absorb the cpst of. 
providing school land fully in their margin of 
profit. They are going to pass on to the home 
buyers proportionate shares of the cost of land 
-still another “extra” added to the already 
high cost of building a home. 


And alter a subdivision has been built and 
settled, the owners of land near schools may 
get hit once again. Why? Because nearness to a 
school may be reflected in a higher assessment! 


And, too, a school rarely serves one sub- 
divider’s tract; it draws children from a larger 
area, none of which-under the trustees* pro- 
posal-would have to bear a share of the ori- . 
ginal financial burden. 


It is our hope that Marin school trustees will 
perceive all this and proceed no further in the 
direction of having subdividers foot the bill ' 
for public school land.

Kuchel, from 
Anaheim, Orange county, is young, 
energetic and forceful, yet his ac­ 
tivities are tempered by the ma­ 
ture judgment of an experienced * 
statesman. His abilities both as a 
legislator and an administrator 
constitute his strongest recom­ 
mendation for the state’s top job. 
However, any predictions so far 
on what will happen are purely 
speculative. 
In addition to these appoint­ 
ments, the governor has another 
top spot to fill, and that is the 
board of equalization membership 
left open by the death of Jerrold 
L. Sea well. State Senator Harold 
T. Johnson, of Roseville, who suc­ 
ceeded Seawell in the Senate, has 
asked for consideration when the 
appointment is made.

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COLD WAR BALANCE SHEET 
Evidence Indicates U.S. 
Has Perfected An H-Bomb 
By PHIL NEWSOM 
United Prese Foreign Analyst 


Last week’s balance sheet be­ 
tween the good and bad news in 
the hot and cold wars: 


THE GOOD 
1. There was a mounting belief 
that the United States not only 
had perfected an H-bomb but al­ 
ready had exploded one. If so, it 
was good news for the West and 
another powerful deterrent to any 
Communist plans for world aggres­ 
sion. The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion remained mum but it was 
known that tests of some sort were 
going on at the Eniwetok proving 
grounds. Evidence so far was con­ 
fined to letters home from those 
who said they participated in the 
tests. 


2. Gen. James A. Van Fleet dis­ 
closed he had activated two more 
South Korean divisions and enough 
additional regiments to make up 
still another two. Assistant De­ 
fense Secretary Anna Rosenberg, 
on another tour of the war seme, 
announced support of an increased 
flow of arms and supplies to the 
ROKs and of Van Fleet’s program 
which foresees the South Koreans 
taking over more and more of the 
battle line. 


3. Former U. S. High Commis­ 
sioner to Germany John J. McCloy 
announced that West Germany 
now has one of the strongest econ­ 
omies in Western Europe. As in 
Japan, it was another triumph for 
Western occupation policies as op­ 
posed to the bare earth policies of 
the Reds. 
Germany encouraged 
volunteers for Its new army by 
announcing that many of the old, 


harsh Prussian-style policies would 
be eliminated. 


THE BAD 
1. The United Nations world 
peace organization was finding the 
going anything but peaceful. Hus­ 
sion Foreign Minister Andrei Vish- 
insky delivered a bitter speed! re­ 
peating most of the old charges 
against the West and virtually 
slamming the door on further ne­ 
gotiations for peace in Korea, He 
said the Communists never would 
budge from their demands that 
all war prisoners be returned, re­ 
gardless of the prisoners* own 
wishes. The question of voluntary 
or involuntary return of prisoners 
Is the sole remaining issue in the 
Korean truce negotiations. 


3. UN. assembly President Les­ 
ter B. Pearson of Canada described 
the Korean and colonial issues as 
keys to the U. N. future. Either, he 
said, the U. N. settles them suc­ 
cessfully or the U. N., as a whole, 
fails. Meanwhile, there was rising 
bitterness in France against tha 
U. N. decision to debate Moroccan 
and Tunisian independence de­ 
mands and in the union of South 
Africa over alleged interference 
by the U. N. with the Union’s white 
supremacy campaign. 


3. But the pot simmering over 
the flames of African unrest al­ 
ready was boiling over. In Kenya, 
British troops and police were us­ 
ing strong measures in an attempt 
to suppress- the anti-white Mau 
Mau society but violence contin­ 
ued. In the Union of South Africa 
dozens were killed and scores more 
injured as both natives and In­ 
dians demonstrated against "Jim 
Crow" laws which took away their 
vote and banned them from many 
areas.

More than 8 million persons in 
the United States are receiving the 
benefits of fluoridation as a pro­ 
tection against dental decay and 
the measure has been approved for 
more than 16 million others, it is 
reported in the November issue of 
the 
Journal of 
the American 
Dental Association, according to 
the Marin County Dental Society. 
A dental society spokesman said 
toe report was based on a survey 
aside by toe Association’s Council 
on Dental Health which found that 
as of September 30, a total of 423 
bad placed the den­ 
tal health measure In operation 
and 305 other communities had 
approved fluoridation and were 
planning to start operations in the 
near future. Between September 30 
. and October 8 nineteen other com­ 
munities had started fluoridation 
bringing toe total to 439. 


• THE YEARLY COST of the pro- 
, gram was found to average slight­ 
ly more than nine cents per person 
with one-fourth of the communi­ 
ties operating the program at an 
annual per capita cost of five 
cents or less. 
The majority of the communi­ 
ties, the survey showed, financed 
the program through water rev­ 
enues, many without an increase 
In rates. 
Fluoridation is now carried out 
in communities of all sizes, rang*, 
tng from Norwood Village, Wash­ 
ington, serving 150 persons, to the 
nation’s c a p i t a l , Washington, 
D. C., serving one million persons. 
Fluoridation of 
public 
water 
supplies is in operation in every 
state In the union except four: 
Missouri, Nevada, Utah and Ari­ 
zona. 
THE TEN STATES with the 
largest number of communities 
providing fluoridated water are 
Wisconsin, 89 cities and towns; 
Maryland, 60 communities; Ken­ 
tucky, 36; Michigan, 22; Minnesota, 
19; Georgia, 18; Indiana, 17, New 
York, 16; Florida, 11; and Ten­ 
nessee, 10. 
The report said the fluoridation 
was gaining momentum and' point­ 
ed out that more than 40 per cent 
of the communities now receiving 
fluoridated water began their pro­ 
jects during the first seven month* 
of 1952. 
"In view of the fact that only 
28 communities were using fluori­ 
dated water in late 1950 when 
fluoridation wes recommended by 
the American Dental Association," 
the report said, "toe rapid pro­ 
gress made in this important pre­ 
ventive dental health measure is 
noteworthy." 


THE REPORT ALSO noted that 
in 88 per cent or the great ma­ 
jority of the communities where 
fluorldfttion has been approved, 
the program waft adopted by ac­ 
tion of the city council, the village 
board or the health department. 
In 22 communities, fluoridation 
was approved by the electorate In 
referendum» and in New England, 
fluoridation was acted on favor­ 
ably at 10 town meetings.

amazing progress in spite of the 
objections which have been raised 
by the misinformed and by those 
who have chosen to oppose the 
measure, apparently for Reasons of 
financial and political expediency 
or personal notoriety," the report 
said.

In Bay Area And Marin 


Television ranks as the Bay Area's 
fastest growing industry, with retail 
sales of sets reaching 311,000 be­ 
tween 1949, when the first Focal TV 
station went into operation, 
and 
1952. 
Demand for the sets have m en 
continuously, the Bay Area Council 
reports in a recent study on tele­ 
vision retail sales. During the first 
eight month* of the last three years, 
'th e only comparable three 
year 
data available1, the sales of tele­ 
vision receivers have increased each 
year at a more rapid rate than in 
the preceding year. 
Between January and August 1951, 
the sale of television sets increased 
14 per cent over a like period of 1950. 
In the first eight month* of 1952 
however. 43 per cent more sets were 


sold than In 1950, an increase three 
times as great as that registered in 
the previous eight month period. 


The largest rercentage gain in TV 
set ownership is shown in Alameda 
and Contra Costa counties with a 
76 per cent Increase in the 
first 
eight months of 1952 compared to 
1950. These figures are based on a 
report of the Pacific Gas and Elec­ 
tric Company which reveals the fol­ 
lowing gains in TV set sales for 
other company territories covering

BUCK ROGERS STUFF 


Plans For Space Islands 
Impress US Businessmen 


By STERLING F. GREEN 
WASHINGTON OP) — Some top- 
ranking businessmen little given to 
fantasy are so impressed with pros­ 
pects of man-made islands circling 
in outer space that many today be­ 
lieve such a project should be fi­ 
nanced for defense purposes. 
Several members of the Business 
Advisory Council of the Cemmetcc 
Department, made up of executives 
of some 100 large corporations, said 
at the council’s closing session at 
Sea Island, Oa., yesterday that a 
recent off-the-record report by an 
Army guided missile expat had “ex­ 
cited a lot of interest." 
Wehmer Von Braun, the ordnance 
expert, told the group two months 
ago that a space station of military 
value could be buUt within 10 years 
at a cost of four billion dollars or 
less. 
ACHIEVE PEACE 
Von Braun, project director of the 
Army Ordnance Guided Missiles 
Center at Redstone Arsenal, Hunts­ 
ville. Ala., went on to say that the 
nation that controlled outer apace 
could achieve world peace. 
But. he said, the United States 
has "mighty little time to lose" be­ 
cause it is known that Soviets "are 
thinking along the same line" 
The off-the-record a d d r e s s 
aroused so much interest at the 
time that it was printed and sent 
to council member«, thus gaining 
somewhat wide* circulation. 
It *%a brought out yesterday that 
many members of tha council now 
think the government might do wen 
to put a few million dollars of mili­ 
tary funds into starting a program 
of study and pluming. 
Robert T. Stevens, council chair­ 
man, told a reporter that although 


some labeled it "Buck Rogers stuff," 
others were impressed. 
One executive said: "If I had four 
billion dollars I’d give it to him 
right now.” 
BASIC PROBLEMS 
Von Bkatm told the business coun­ 
cil that supporters of toe project 
"are faced with far few«- basic 
problems thin were the men who 
undertook the atom bomb develop­ 
ment back in 1040." 
The technique of getting materials 
to the stations* site a little less 
than 1,088 miles from earth is 
known, he said. It would be an 
enormous, three-stage rocket, simi­ 
lar to, but larger than one already 
successfully tested. 
The cargo needed for the space 
island would be left suspended in 
apace while rockets returned for 
more payloads, landing like any 
airplane. 
Gradually the materials would be 
assembled in space, creating an ar­ 
tificial satellite in the shape of a 
wheel. 
It would rotate on its axis and 
circle the earth at 16,000 miles an 
hour.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
Lecturer Says Healing

‘ Healing by prayer of the most 
urgent problems of human life— 
fear, disease, lack, hatred, and sin 
—Is accomplished today as surely 
as it was in Bible days, Robert Stan­ 
ley Ross of New York City said at 
Larkspur yesterday. 
Throughout the world, Rosa de­ 
clared. men and women are proving 
that the understanding of God as 
infinite good, the only cause and 
creator, and man in God’s likeness, 
"heala today as surely as it did in 
days of old.” 
“Like the Christianity of Christ 
Jesus,” he added, “Christian Science 
banishes fear, heals sickness, cor­ 
rects wrong-doing, uproots false ap­ 
petites, dispels poverty, and reveals 
the present unity of God and man.” 
MEMBER OF BOARD 
Ross, a member of The Christian 
Science Board of Lectureship, spoke 
In Larkspur under the auspices of 
First Church of Christ, Scientist. He 
was 
introduced 
by 
Mrs. * Trudi 
PraestJer. 
Speaking on ‘Christian Science: 
God’s Message of Hope and Heal­ 
ing,” Ross stated that "God's pro­ 
tecting, healing, and saving love is 
available everywhere” through spir­ 
itual understanding and that “even 
when we seem to be in the very 
midst of trials and tribulations. 
God’s ever-present love is available 
to help and heal and save.” 
Contrary to popular behef he con­ 
tinued. mankind’s fundamental need 
is not the getting of material health, 
happiness, home, friends, employ­ 
ment, money or the like, but the 
giving up of the belief that the man 
of God’s creating lives in, and is a 
victim of, matter, In other words 
a material concept of life and of 
God has to be replaced by under­ 
standing of the spiritual nature of 
God, man, and the universe. 
MATERIAL VIEW HIT 
“A material point of view—be­ 
cause it is untrue—is always a more 
or less discordant point of view,* he 
explained, “hence the discord at­ 
tending it can be dispelled only by 
one’s attaining a right or spiritual 
point of view.* 
When one accepts the misleading 


with the ideas of divine Mind, God.” 
He said that the ministry of Jesus 
and the teachings of Christian 
Science reveal that in reality “man 
is no more subject to human dis­ 
cord and limitation than is God 
This spiritual perfection and unity 
of God unf man, divine Principle 
and idee., is demonstrable truth, and 
is the basis of Christian Science 
practice. • 
Evidemw of the wide variety of 
disease, sin, and other discords that 
have been healed through the ap­ 
plication of Christian Science, said 
the lecturer, may be found in the 
one hundred pages of testimonies 
included in the Christian Science 
textbook, “Science and Health With 
Key to the Scriptures.” by Mary 
Baker Eddy. 
This book, which was described by 
Ross as second only to the Bibte as 
a best seller among religious text­ 
books, presents the healings per­ 
formed by Jesus, and those of Chris­ 
tian Science today, as “natural ef­ 
fects of a divine law available to 
all through spiritual understanding.” 
PRAYER 18 SPIRITUAL 
In explaining ths relation of 
prayer to healing, Ross said that 
“true prayer is spiritual—that is, its 
function is solely to bring human 
consciousness into accord with di­ 
vine Principle, Love,” He said that 
the 
study of 
Christian 
Science 
thereby shows us “how progressive­ 
ly to conform our lives to the law 
of infinite Love, God.” 
“Our seeming troubles,” he con­ 
tinued. “are wholly the result of 
false belief. In God's sight they are 
no part of your true self nor mine. 
Chsngeleas Love has nothing but 
blessings to bestow upon you and me 
and all. Our only need is to be 
awake 
spiritually, recognize 
this 
fact, and fearlessly claim it,” going 
on to say that “Christian Science 
declares it to be as scientifically im­ 
possible for us to have a material, 
imperfect tfniverse and fallen man 
as it is for us to have a material, 
imperfect, and fallen God.” 
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55 DEAD IN KOREA 
In the Korean area alone, two 
air crashes left a toll of at least 
55 servicemen dead or missing. 
An Air Force C-45 plunged into 
the sea off the Korean east coast 
late Saturday night and rescue 
teams picked up only seven survi­ 
vors. Eleven other passengers were* 
presumed dead. 
Meanwhile, ground parties brought 
the bodies of 44 servicemen out of 
the rugged territory east of Seoul.
